The deed was ex e­ 
cu ted by Matthias 
Parson s, 
g reat 
g ran dfather of Dr. Parson s, to his 
son , who was Dr. Parson ’s 
g ran d­ 
father, John 
Parson s. 
The 
deed 
was issu ed six y ears 
after 
John 
Parson s, tog ether with his 
family , 
lad mov ed from Ohio to 
what 
is 
n ow Way n e cou n ty . 
The most 
in terestin g thin g 
this 
deed recalls to the min d of Dr. P a r­ 
ou s is the fact that his g ran dfather 
bu ilt a hig h stockade on the cen ter 
>f his tract of lan d soon afer fm 
took u p hfs residen ce there an d Dr. 
arson s’ father, Matthias Parson s, 
was born there. 
Stran g e as it may 
eein , Dr. Parson s’ father n ev er saw 
ou tside of that stockade, 
bu ilt to 
iroteet the Parson s family from the 
n dian s u n til after he was 4 y cras 
of ag e. 
Dr. Parson s also has two letters 
’rom a brother of his father’s, who 
was a profession al scribe. On e of 
he letters was written ju st twen ty 
lay s before Dr Parson s was born .

On e of the letters also states that 
New York hay at that time was sell­ 
in g in Jackson v ille for thirty dollars 
a ton .

Emergency Fund of $50.000 is Set 


Aside For Immediate Relief of 


Devastated Regions.

In a discussion of the principles 
of animal nutrition, Prof. 11. G. King 
Sftiid that the animal body requires 
three classes of nutriments: protein 
for building new tissue ash for new 
body structure, and fat to k eep the 
body warm and to furnish energy for 
muscular activity. 
It is necessary, 
therefore to mak e a study of feeds in 
order that the right k ind may be fed 
to live stock . 


Poultry Fa rming 
A 
pratieal, forceful 
lecture 
on 
poultry farming on a ten acre farm 
by A. A. Graham, of Liberty, Indiana 
occupied the first session 
of 
the 
poultry department today. 
He said 
small, intensive farms were growing 
more popular because 
city 
people 
wish to enjoy the independence 
of 
farm life providing they can be rea­ 
sonably sure of a fair living. 
Borne 
of the failures in poultry business 
may be ascribed to the fact that too 
many people start in f the 
“fancy” 
business, not realizing the sk ill and 
business ability needed. More money 
can be made on a ten-acre farm than 
through any ordinary teaching job. 
He gave actual records proving his 
assertions. He showed that the best 
results are obtained by replacing all 
year-old hens, exeept breeders, with 
early hatched pullets. 
Fruit 
and 
poultry mak e a good combination on 
a small farm, he said. 
Discussing modern methods of in­ 
cubation S. P. Smyth said that the 
old hen was still the better hatcher, 
but that the incubator was essential 
because it can be used early in the 
season and can handle eggs in large 
numbers. 
Farmers mak e a big mis­ 
tak e in hatching too 
late 
in 
the 
spring. The incubator will help over­ 
come this. 
Discussing the feeding of poultry 
for the mark et he said that many 
farms could profitably 
fatten 
the 
cock erels. Where a private trade is 
found especially 
fattened 
poultry 
can be built up. This branch of the 
industry will be found profitable. 
On the subject of “Mak ing Money 
Mark eting Poultry" L. 1. Jones said 
that the supply of meat was growing 
ward. 
There must he aninerease in 
less each year with prices going up- 
the production of live stock . 
Poul­ 
try is a universal meat food and its 
production could he doubled 
easier 
than eould# the production 
of 
any 
other live stock . 
Prof. A. G. Philips said that pedi­ 
grees in poultry breeding were valu­ 
able.

Half of the loss of baby chick s 
can be prevented by proper handling, 
said Mr. Jones to the, poultry class 
today.

Orc ha rd Re nov a tion 
“Orchard 
Renovation” 
was 
the 
subject of a valuable discourse on an 
important problem by C. B. Durham 
of Purdue. He said there were thou­ 
sands of orchards in Indiana which 
could 
be 
made 
profitable 
by 
a 
thorough renovation. There are oili­ 
er orchards which are worthless. If 
an orchard is very far past its prime 
it will pay to set new trees rather 
than try to renew old ones. 
Trees 
for renovation should not be of the 
type which has all the hearing wood 
at the top. 
The general health of 
the tree should at least he fair. An 
orchard having four or five varieties 
of good quality with the trees in a 
fair state of soundness presents ex­ 
cellent 
conditions 
for 
renewal. 
Modern orchard practice 
must 
be 
employed. 
Orchard renovation may 
be a very profitable farm practice. 
Permanent annual profits from $50 
to $200 an acre are not uncommon 
in Indiana. 
On the subject of orchard pruning 
M. W. Richards explained that his 
phase of orchard management was 
one of the most negleeted and least 
understood operations which the or- 
ehardist has to deal with. 
“Prune 
your trees down, not up—k eep the 
heads low,” said Mr. Richards. “Thin 
out the tops to let the sunshine 
in. 
Mak e all cuts clean 
and 
smooth. 
Protect all large wounds with paint. 
Prune a little each year.” 
Tomato growing was discussed hv 
Mr. Sayre. He said Indiana was par­ 
ticularly adapted to growing toma­ 
toes! and they may be made to net 
twice as much profit as the orinary 
field crop. They will fit in well with 
most any rotation. 
When tomatoes 
are grown as a truck crop special' 
methods should be practiced to se­ 
cure 
earliness. 
Early 
tomatoes 
should be carefully pack ed for ship­ 
ment. 
In growing tomatoes for the 
coming factory quanity and low cost 
of production are the points desired. 
A rich, well-drained sandy loam hav­ 
ing plenty of humas is the best soil. 
Tomatoes respond profitably to ferti­ 
lizers. A yield of at least four tons 
an acre is necessary to pay expenses. 
With 
good 
cultivation 
tomatoes 
should average from eight to twelve 
tons an acre.

When the Indiana State Dairy ass 
soeiation assembled today 
for 
its 
annual convention, bringing together 
dairymen from all parts of the sta te. 
Prof. O. 11. Ilunizik er welcomed the 
visitors and president € . B. Benjamin 
of Crown Point, responded. 
Presi­ 
dent Benjamin highly 
praised 
the 
work of Prof. Hunzik er in raising 
the standard of the dairy business* 
in Indiana. 
He said that Indiana 
had many 
advantages as 
a dairy 
state which should insure its rapid 
growth as one of the leading dairy 
sections of tiie country. 
One of tin* 
drawback s is a lack of co-operation 
in businesp methods 
among 
dairy 
farmers. 
George S. Hine, dairy commission­ 
ed of the state of Kansas, spok e on 
“Selling on a Basis of Quality.” He 
said the purchasing of dairy 
pro­ 
ducts on a quality basis was both 
desirable aud just. 
He told of the 
grading work done in Kansas 
and 
now being practically a. success. In 
New \ ork ( ity milk is graded and 
sold on a quality basis. 
It proved 
successful. 
In Missouri, Ok lahoma, 
Nebrask a and Kansas cream is grad­ 
ed and paid for the same way. Kan­ 
sas report great 
success 
for 
the 
system there. 
Dr. S. P. Scherer, of Fishers Sta­ 
tion, Ind., discussed the subject of 
disease control which w us introduced 
by Dr. D. \ . ( lark . 
He told of the 
methods of prevention and control of 
tuberculosis, calf cholera, infectious 
pneumonia and other ailments. 
€ . R. George discussed the select­ 
ing of a dairy 
breed, 
lie 
praised 
pure bred dairy cattle and said that 
it should be tbe ambition of everv 
dairyman to own a herd of pure bred 
cows. 
The development of such a 
herd need not be an expensive pro­ 
cess. 
E\ery herd of 
grade 
bred 


dairy cows in the state should 
be 
bred to a pure bred bull. He advocat­ 
ed the selection of a breed in which 
there is greatest interest in any parti­ 
cular community. In increased pos­ 
sibilities 
of advancement through 
community organization cannot 
be 
overlook ed.

While the women and girls of the 
short course spent the greater part

Home Economies association never­ 
theless there was class work in both 
divisions. 
“\\ ashing and Dressing 
the Baby” was the subject of a 
demonstration by Mrs. A. G. Philips. 
She said that frequent and careful 
bathing of the infant was necessary 
to k eep it in comfort and health. 
During the first two years the baby 
should be bathed every day and dur­ 
ing the hot weather at least twice a 
day and even oftener if

ment needed for the bath consists of

The box must contain a bath 
thermonmeter, a clinical thermoneter 
a bar of pure soap, a box of good 
powder, a box of sterate of zinc with 
tar, mouth, eye, nose, and ear cloths, 
absorbant cotton, a few tooth pick s, 
boiled olive oil, broacic acid solution, 
soft cloths and 
towels.

should be at eighty degrees and the 
bath water at hood heat.

Heck, and her 
husband,

There is only, a little over, thirteen

FATHER BORN

STOCKADE 


Never Out of it Until After he Was 


Four Years Old—Old Letters 


From Jacksonville1, Fla. 


Ever since A. P. Wagoner 
last 


Monday told of the old document 
which he had in 
his 
possession, 


Rushville people, day by day, have 
been reminded that they, too. have 
old papers of interest and every day 
since the Daily Republican has been 
informed of the history of some old 
document, the possession of it hav- 
ing been called to mind by the ap- 
pearance of stories about other old 
papers. 


Dr. C. IT. Parsons today tells of 


a deed in his possession which is 
not so remarkable as some that have 
come to light because of its extreme 
:ige. but is even more interesting be- 
?ause of the history attached to it 
and the memories which it arouses. 


The deed in question was issued 


March 12, 1822, and was for one 
hundred and sixty acres of land lo- 
eated in the forks of Whiteriver in 
Wayne county, the present location 
of Richmond, the county seat 
of 


TVayne county. 
The deed was exe- 


cuted by Matthias 
Parsons, 
great 


grandfather of Dr. Parsons, to his 
sou. who was Dr. Parson's 
grand- 


father. John 
Parsons. 
The 
deed 


was issued six years 
after 
John 


Parsons, together with his 
family, 


had moved from Ohio to 
what 
i> 


now Wayne county. 


The most interesting thing 
this 


deed recalls to the mind of Dr. Par- 
sons is the fact that his grandfather 
milt a high stockade on the center 


>f his tract of land soon afcr he 
ook up his residence there and Dr. 
Parsons' father, Matthias Parsons, 
was born there. Strange as it may 
seem. Dr. Parsons' father never saw 
outside of that stockade, 
built to 


jrotect the Parsons family from the 
Indians until after he was 4 yeras 
of age. 


Dr. Parsons also has two letters 


from a brother of his father's, who 
was a professional scribe. One of 
lie letters was written just twenty 
days before Dr Parsons was born. 
Dr Parsons' nude followed a pro- 
fession that ceased to 
exist 
with 


he advent of typewriters. 
He trav- 


eled 
from 
place 
to 
place 


and was engaged in copying court 
records and other tilings that had to 


made a matter of record. He was 


an excellent scribe. 


The two letters were 
written at 


Jacksonville, 
Florida, 
January S, 


ind April 4. 1855. They described 
:he ideal 
climate 
that 
prevailed- 


:here and the garden truck that was 
growing 
profusely. 
One curious 


hing the letter mentioned was the. 
high cost of living, a term much in 
use now. It seems thnt Dr. Parsons' 
uncle was complaining because he 
ind to pay twenty-five dollars a 
month for board and room. 


One of the letters also states thai 


New York hay at that time was sell- 
ing in Jacksonville for thirty dollars 
a 'ton. 
Maine • hay brought thirty- 


fivc dollars a ton. Another remark- 
able comparison is found 
in flonr. 


The - letter quotes flour at twelve 
dollars a barrel in Jacksonville. 
It 


is now eight dollars here, which is 
almost double what it usually 
is. 


Bacon was selling then in Jackson- 
ville at ten cents a pound. 


The letter dated April 4, 1855 was 


the last word ever received from Dr 
Parsons' uncle;. -'He complained of a 
disagreeable 
cough, 
because of 


which he -went south. It is presum- 
ed that he died soon after the letter

A petition is being circulated for 


the calling of a "wet" and 
"dry" 


election in Rushville. 
The two-year 


dry period will expire on March 4 
as it was on this day two years ago 
that the city, voted "dry" by ninty- 
eight votes. 
At least five petitions 


are being circulated over the city 
and they are being signed freely, 
it is said. 
It is believed that 
the 


petitions will be presented to 
the 


county commissioners at the regular 
February session of the board which 
is the first Monday in February. 


The petition is being circulated 


i>y the "wets" as the election this 
time would have to be called by them 
since the city, under the law. re- 
mains "dry," until voted "wet". 
It 


is stated by the "wets" that they 
will have 
little difh'cutly in calling 


an election as it requires only 295 
signatures to the petilion. 
Under 


rhe law the petition must be signed, 
ay twenty per cent of the total vote 


tBixir mayor in the last city elec- 


ion. -The total vote for mayor in 
he last 
election 
was 1.478 
and 


:wentv per cent of this • would

295. 


Opinion on when Rushville 
went 


'dry" differ, many holding that the 
"dry"..period began when the last 
saloon closed up. Others hold that 
:he city went "dry" under the law 
on the day that it was so voted and 
not when the saloons finally 
went 


out. 
This is the opinion held by the 


'wets" and theiif 
attorneys. They 


loinl out that the law provides the 
saloons shall close 
within 
ninety 


[lays after the election if the license 
was still in force at the time the city 
was voted "dry." 


It is generally believed that the 


option election can be held any time 
lifter the fourth of March providing, 
:)f course, if the commissioners act 
favorably on the petition now being 
irculated. 
The 
election, if 
held, 


will be the third held here under the 
Proctor law and the fourth local op- 
:ion as one county-wide election was 
held. 


In the first election the 
county 


was voted "dry." On February 28, 
1911, the first election 
under 
the 


Proctor law resulted in the city go- 
ing "wet" by fifty-six votes. 
Then 


two years later, 1913, the city was 
voted "dry" by a majority of 98 
.'ofes, the "drys" getting a total of 
798 votes to an even 700 for the

Indianapolis, Jan. 14.—Represen- 


tative John R. Jones of Plymouth is 
in a better position to fight for a 
s!(ate-wide direct primary than he 
was two years ago. Two years ago 
Jones was a more or less unexperi- 
enced representative of the 
people. 


He comes back this year with added 
experience and is made chairman of 
the Democratic caucus of the house, 
though he is openly an independent 
Democrat. 


But if present indications mean 


anything, Jones has his work cut out 
for him in frying to 
convince 
his 


fellow-legislators that all 
nomi 


tions should he placed in the hands 
of the people, rather than conven- 
tions, lie fortifies himself with the 
declaration of the democratic state 
platform of 1!)14 which included at 
the wish of Senator Kern the fol- 
lowing clause: 


"\Ve declare in favor of a state- 


wide primary election law. carefully 
guarded 
as 
to 
simplicity 
and 


economy, at which the people shall 
nominate all candidates for 
office; 


that all provisions of the corrupt 
practice act and 
general 
election 


laws shall he made to apply to such 
primary elections—the slate conven- 
tion to be retained for the purposes 
of counsel, organization and declara- 
tion of party principles, and precede 
the nominating convention/' 


Contrasted with this "scrap 
of 


paper" is the statement of the Gov- 
ernor in his message: 


"All declarations touching 
stale 


affairs set forth in the last Demo- 
cratic state platform, including the 
one for the enacting of a primary 
election law, should secure such ac- 
tion by the Democratic majority of 
your body as will, in their opinion, 
meet the demands of the people of 
the stale." 


Thus it is left to this legislature to 


decide whether the platform "meets 
the demand of the people of the 
.state.' 


Jones believes the people want the 


direct primary and 
within a 
few 


days his bill will be introduced. 


The Jones hill provides that the 


primary shall be held on the third 
Tuesday in May for the selection by 
the voters of the various 
parlies' 


candidales for United States senator 
representatives in congress, elective 
state senators and representatives, 
elective county, township, and cily 
officers, delegates to national party 
conventions, members of party com- 
mittees for the state, district, county 
city and township; one member of 
the national committee of each party 
The law would not apply to parties 
that cast less than ten percent of the 
total vote. The elected congression- 
al eommitteemen would compose the 
state central committee; the elect- 
ed county committceraen would chose 
the county chairman. 
The county 


committeemen would he elected 
in 


even years. In !!)!(> and every four 
years thereafter the voters of the 
various parties would elect a nation- 
al committecman, an 
office -is. now 


held by 
Thomas Taggart 
in

Democratic party.. 


Jones adds the significant clause 


that no person holding an appointive 
office can serve on a party commit- 


tee or on any primary .election or re- 
gistration board.f

Candidates would have to file their 


entries not later than thirty days be- 
fore the primary and must deposit a 
fee equal to 1 per cent of the yearly 
salary of~the office to which they as- 
pire. Jones said he included 
this 


provision to help meet the expense 
of the primary and to prevent other 
than serious candidates entering the 
race. 


The voters would have a chance to 


indicate their preference provision of 
the bill. 


The candidates for state offices 


and for the legislature, would meet 
in the state house in June and draw 
up the party's platform.

Workman's Compensation Act That 


Labor Federation Backs Pat- 


terned From Buckeye State. . 


REMOVE EMPLOYEES DEFENSE 


State Board of Awards Would Pay 


All Claims Without Any Court 


Proceedure. 


(By United Press.) 


Indianapolis, Jan. 14.—A work- 


man's compensation law is the prin- 
cipal demand which the Indiana Fed- 
eration of 
Labor 
makes 
of 
the 


present 
legislature 
according 
to 


President Charles Fox. 


The bill which will be represented 


by the federation is practically the 
same as the Ohio law 
before 
the 


Ohio constitution was 
amended to 


make possible a compulsory law. It 
carries the New York rates. Work- 
man compensation 
cannot be com- 


pulsory in Indiana under the present 
constitution. 


The federation bill as 
has been 


iilaiued here before he removes, 


the employer's defenses against per- 
sonal injury suits and makes it ad- 
vantageous for him to come under 
the compensation law. 


The bill provides for compensation 


for injuries or death to an employe 
while at work, to be paid out 
of a 


state insurance fund created by a 
tax on employers who accept the 
provisions of the bill. A state board 
of awards would levy the tax in pro- 
portion to the number and serious- 
ness of accidents occurring to 
the 


employees of a given employer. The 
state board of awards would pay all 
claims without any lawyers or court 
proceedings, and the injured work- 
men, or the dependence of the work- 
man who is killed would get the en- 
tire sum awarded. 


; 
The compensation would be at the 


• rate of two-thirds the weekly 'wage 
of the workman who is injured or 
killed, but it would not be more than 
$15 nor less than $5 a week. Pay- 
•uient would begin a week after the 
injury and would continue for six 
years or until a maximum op sfli.SOO 
or a minimum of $1,500 had been 
paid. 


The state board of awards would 


consist of one representative of la- 
bor who had worked for ten years; 
one employer and one attorney. The 
coiuj>ensatiou of 
each 
would 
be 


$4,000 a year. 
No two would be 


from the same political party. There 
terms would be for two, three and 
t'onr years, and their successor for 
terms of four years each.

the liquid manure. 


In a discussion of the principles 


of animal nutrition, Prof.II. G. King 
Sj-aid that the animal body requires 
three classes of nutriments: protein 
for building new tissue ash for new 
body structure, and fat to keep the 
body warm and to furnish energy for 
muscular activity. 
It is necessary, 


therefore to make a study of feeds- in 
order that the right kind may be fed 
to live stock. 


Poultry Farming 


A pratical, forceful 
lecture 
on 


poultry farming on a ten acre farm 
by A. A. Graham, of Liberty, Indiana 
occupied the first session 
of 
the 


poultry department today. He said 
small, intensive farms were growing 
more popular because 
city 
people 


wish to enjoy the independence of 
farm life providing they can be rea- 
sonably sure of a fair living. Sonic 
of the failures in poultry business 
may be ascribed to the fact that too 
many people start in t the 
"fancy" 


business, not realizing the skill and 
business ability needed. More money 
can be made on a ten-acre farm than 
throiigh any ordinary teaching job. 
He gave actual records proving his 
assertions. He showed that the best 
results are obtained by replacing all 
year-old hens, except breeders, with 
early hatched pullets. 
Fruit 
and 


poultry make a good combination on 
a small farm, he said. 


Discussing modern methods of in- 


cubation S. P. Smyth said that the 
old hen was still the better hatcher, 
but that the incubator was essential 
because it can be used early in the 
season and can handle eggs in large 
numbers. Farmers make a big mis- 
take in hatching too late 
in 
the 


spring. The incubator will help over- 
come this. 


Discussing the feeding of poultry 


for the market he said that many 
farms could profitably 
fatten 
the 


cockerels. Where a private trade. is 
found especially 
fattened 'poultry 


can be built up. This branch of the 
industry will be found profitable. 


On the subject of "Making Money 


Marketing Poultry" L. I. Jones said 
that the supply of meat was growing 
ward. 
There must be auiucreasc in 


less each year with prices going up- 
the production of live stock. 
Poul- 


try is a universal meat food and its 
production could be doubled easier 
than could, the production 
of 
any 


other live stock. 


Prof. A. G. Philips said that pedi-

Orchard Renovation 


"Orchard Eenovation" was 
the. 


subject of a valuable discourse on an 
important problem by C. B. Durham 
of Purdue. He said there were thou- 
sands of orchards in Indiana which 
could 
be made profitable by 
a 


thorough renovation. There are oth- 
er orchards which are worthless, if 
an orchardis very far past its prime 
it will pay to set new trees rather 
than try to renew old ones. 
Trees 


for renovation should not be of the 
type which has all the bearing wood 
at the top. 
The general health of 


the tree should at least be fair. An 
orchard having four or five varieties 
of good quality with the trees in a 
fair state of .soundness presents ex- 
cellent 
conditions 
for 
renewal. 


Modern orchard practice 
must 
be 


employed. 
Orchard renovation may 


be a very profitable farm practice. 
Permanent annual profits from $50 
to $200 an acre are not uncommon 
in Indiana. 


On the subject of orchard pruning 


M. W. Richards explained that his 
phase of orchard management was 
one of the most neglected and least 
understood operations which the or- 
chardisl has to deal with. "Prune 
your trees down, not up—keep the 
heads low," said Mr. Richards. "Thin 
out the tops to let the sunshine in. 
Make all cuts clean 
and 
smooth. 


Protect all large wounds with paint.. 
Prune a little each year/' 


Tomato growing was discussed by 


Mr. Sayre. lie said Indiana was par- 
ticularly adapted to growing toma- 
toes; and they may be made to net 
twice as much profit as the orinary 
field crop! They will fit in well with 
most ,any rotation. When tomatoes 
are'grown as a truck" -crop "speciaF -g 
methods should be practiced to se- 
cure 
earliuess. 
Early 
tomatoes 


should be carefully packed for ship- 
ment. In growing tomatoes for the 
coming factory quauity and low cost 
of production are the points desired. 
A rich, well-drained sandy loam hav- 
ing plenty of humas is the best soil. 
Tomatoes respond profitably to ferti- 
lizers. A yield of at least .four tons 
au acre is necessary to pay expenses. 
With 
good 
cultivation 
•. tomatoes 


.should average from eight to twelve 
tons an acre. 


Dairymen Meet 


When the Indiana Stale Dairy aw- 


sociation assembled today 
for 
its 


annual convention, bringing together 
dairymen from all parts of the state, 
Prof. 0. H. Hunixiker welcomed the 
visitors and president C. B. Benjamin 
of Crown Point, responded. Presi- 
dent Benjamin highly praised 
the 


work of Prof, llunziker in raising 
the standard of the dairy business1 


iu Indiana. 
He said that Indiana 


had many advantages as a dairy 
state which should insure its rapid 
growth as one of the leading dairy 
sections of tlie country. One of the 
drawbacks is a lack of co-operation 
in businesfs methods 
among 
dairy 


farmers. 


George S. Hine, dairy commission- 


ed of the state of Kansas, spoke on 
"Selling on a Basis of Quality." He 
said the purchasing of dairy 
pro- 


ducts on a quality basis was both 
desirable and just. He told of the 
grading work done in Kansas 
and 


now being practically a, success. In 
New York City milk is graded and 
sold on a quality basis. It proved 
successful. , In Missouri, Qklahomij, 
Nebraska and Kansas cream is grad- 
ed and paid for the same way. Kaii7 
sas report great success 
for the 


system there.

Dr. S. P. Scherer, of Fishers Sta- 


tion, Ind., discussed the subject of 
disease control which was introduced 
by Dr. D. V. Clark. He told of the 
methods of prevention and control of 
tuberculosis, calf cholera, infectious 
pneumonia and other ailments. 


C. R. George discussed the sele.ct- 


iqg of a dairy breed. He praised* 
pure bred dairy cattle and sSud fh.it 
it should be the -ambition of' eye 
dairyman to own a herd of puie tired 
cows. 
The development -of such a 


herd need not be an expensive pro- 
cess. E-\ery herd of 
grade 
bred 


dairy cows in the state should be 
bred to a pure bred-bull: He advocat- 
ed the selectjon''of a breed in which 
there is greatest interest in any parti- 
cular community. In increased pos- 
sibilities- of advancement 
through 


community organization cannot 
be 


overlooked. 


Class Work for Women 


While the women and girls of tfie 


short eoursje- spent the greater part 
of the time today attending the 
second annual meeting of the Indiana 
Home Economics association never- 
theless there was class work in both 
divisions. ''Washing and Dressing 
the Baby" was the subject of a 
demonstration by Mrs. A. G. Philips. 
She said that frequent and careful 
bathing of the infant was necessary 
to 'keep it in comfort and health. 
During the first two years the baby 
should be bathed every day and dur- 
ing, the hot weather at least twice a 
day and even oftene.r if 
there 
is 


trouble with heat rash. The equip- 
ment needed for the bath, consists of 
a board to fit the top of the bath tub, 
or a low table, a camp stool, a -white 
enameled bathtub or bowl, a 
thick 


bath bajnket and a 
baby box or 


basket. The box must contain a bath 
thermonmeter, a clinical thermoneter 
a bar of pure soap, a box of good 
powder, a box of sterate of zine with 
tar, mouth, eye, nose, and ear cloths, 
absorbant cotton, a few tooth picks, 
boiled olive oil, broacic acid solution, 
soft cloths and towels. The room 
should be at eighty degrees and the 
bath water at hood heat. 


Cotton and linen dress materials 


were discussed by Miss Howell. She 
told how to select wash goods and 
said that the many new names given 
to fabrics made it very difficult to 
buy with any certainty of getting the 
right kind of goods.
